NEW $5 POULTRY HOUSE 
POPULAR WITH FARMERS 


AUBURN, Ala.--The newly de- 


veloped pole-sack-cement poultry 
house, which can be constructed 
for less than $5, has proved to be 
one of the most popular develop- 


ments in the history of the Ala- 


bama Experiment Station, 


Simce the announcement of this 


j Project last October, the poultry] 
Gepartment of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute has received ov- 
er 6,000 requests for detailed in- 
formation on how to construet the 
house, 


Wach party requesting informa- 


tion has been sent a bulletin de- 
scribing the house, listing the 
necessary materials for its con- 
Struction, and giving the instruc- 
tions and blueprints. 


The new house is constructed of 


pine poles, croker sacks, and a ce- 
ment mixture. ‘The frame work 
consists of small skinned poles, 
while the sides and roof are made 
of croker sacks stretched tightly 
over the framing and painted with 
three coats of a cement mixture 
composed of 12 pounds of cement, 
two pounds of lime, one pound of 
salt, 144 pound of alum, and 1 
gallons of water, 


In preparing the mixture, farm- 


ers should put the salt and lime 
through a sieve to get rid of lumps. 
The water should then be added 
and the mixture stirred slowly 
The cement is then added and 
Stirred thoroughly until a thin 
paste is formed, Finally, the alum 
is added and the mixture is ready 
for use, ;

OUR FIRST SPEAKER 


An article in the National Re- 
public gives some interesting in- 
formation concerning the first 
speaker of the national House of 
Xepresentatives, an able man

He was Frederick Augustus 
Conrad Muhlenberg, born in Penn- 
sylvania in 1750, the son of a Ger- 
man pioneer, a Lutheran preacher. 
The son followed in his father's 
footsteps and also became a Lu- 
theran preacher at the early age 
of 20, six years before the Decla- 
vation of Independence, 

Young Muhlenberg was 4 
staunch supporter of the Revolu- 
tion, and because of his patriotic 
expressions was chased from place 
to place by the British. Nothing 
daunted, he continued 
liberty as well as the gospel, and 
was ‘elected to the Continental 
Congress. : 

After liberty had been won and 
the new constitution had been 
adopted, Muhlenberg was sent to 
the First Congress and was elect- 
ed its first speaker, and was sub- 
sequently speaker of the Third 
Congress.
